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‘The cover letter to CD 976 (attached) confirms my interpretation of the DOD's 

reply, which is CE 1961, es at best evasive. (See memo on Oswald's security 

. Clearance, 3/24/68.) Reread wart (¢) of CE 1961 in conjunction with the cover 
letter. Although the Commission's request wus directed to Lt. Col. Folsom of the 
Personnel Department (Why not to ONT? Presumably because the Conrissicn realized 
by then how hard it would be to get information cut of that agency), he was asked 
to “determine” whether Oswald ever had higher than Confidential clearence. Folsen's 
"reply" consists primarily of information fron Oswald's pevseanel file, about which 
Folsom had testified on May 1, and which the cover letter of May 19 snows had been 
studied by the Commission. Folson added a cenfusing but essentially ampty statemwit 
indicating that if Oswald did Seeret work he preswuisbly had Secret clearance, Folscri 
either did not check to see what work Oswald had done, or did not. wish to deny 
Donovan's testimeny, noted in Rankin's letter, that Oswald's job in fact required 
a Secret clearance. T think that we may teke this az en admission that Oswald did 
havo at least Secret clearence. 
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
